University of Minnesota 

The Graduate School of the University of Minnesota has a 
special fund of $10,000 annually which is appropriated for research 
work, including publication. Grants are made to individual inves- 
tigators for employment of research assistants, for special materials 
or apparatus needed, or for other expenses. 

The Sigma Xi chapters of the universities of Minnesota and 
Wisconsin have arranged an annual exchange lectureship. Each 
chapter selects and pays the expenses of a lecturer from the other 
chapter. During the past year, President Van Hise was chosen 
from Wisconsin and Professor E. M. Freeman from Minnesota. 

Research work in the medical sciences at the University of 
Minnesota has been stimulated by the organization, in connection 
with the Graduate School, of courses leading in three years to the 
special degrees of Doctor of Science in Surgery, in Medicine, etc. 
For this purpose the facilities of the Mayo Foundation for Medical 
Education and Research, with a permanent endowment of $1,500,- 
000 are available. Twelve fellowships yielding $500 to' $1000 
annually are available in the medical departments at Minneapolis, 
and about forty similar fellowships at Rochester.
